THE KING OF DENMARK AS ARBI- 
TRATOR, x 


The following article is taken from the 
N,-C.-D. News. .Some threo or four years 
ago, the subject of the Great Northern To- 
legraph Co.'s line was fully discussed in 
our colunins, and the whole of the facts 
dctailed below were 
time :— 

The statement made by Reuter that tho 
King of Denmark has consented to act os 
arbitrator in the dispute between England 
and: Russia should not pass unnoticed. Tho 
proclivities of that monorch have been 80 
strongly Russian that we should doeply re- 
gret to aco the case of England in the 
Afghan, or any other question, referred to 
him. Wa say so because of the action of 
the King in 1869, in the matter. of obtain- 
ing « cuncession for’ the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company. On that occasion 
Danish banker named Teetxone presented a 
Minute to the Russian Government in re- 
gard to the establishmont of telegraphy in 
China, to which we roferred about three 
yearsago. Iu thnt document hi pointed 
out the great importance of preventing the 
proposed lines from falliag into British 
hands.” There wore at thatsimé-a-numd: 
of British merchants endeavouring to pro- 
cure permission from the ‘Russian Govern- 
ment to constrict a line as nearly as possible 
similar to that afterwards made by tha Great 
Northern Company. Tho first object of 
Baron Teetgens was to obtain for himself 
the concession which the. English company 
was on the point of securing. To effect 
this, he appealed in his Minute to the 
political joaluusy of England which is alwaya 
more or leas ac‘ive in St. Peterabury, And 
-to make it certain that his Minute -would 
receive attention, and ‘the concession he 
desired be given to him, he procured the 
support and active assistance of the King 
of Denmark. His Majesty suceveded in 
obtaining all that his subject desired; the

ENGLISH AS. AN AUXILIARY 
LANGUAGE FOR JAPAN. 


The Japan Mail translates the following 
from the Mainichi Shimbun :— :

Tho language of the Middlo Kingdom was, 
in fact, the auxiliary tongue of the othor 
two countries, In the period of Kayei, a 
Rossian emissary used Chineso in address- 
ing the Baku-fu Gévernment. When Ame- 
tica, England, Franee, and othor foroign, 
States ehdoavoured 9 few decades ago to 
opon communication with Japan, thoy 
availed themselves of the agency of the 
Dutch language, with which many Japanese 
were at that time familiar. “But it must 
be remombered that at this latter period 
our intercourse with foreign countries was 
of the most limited kind, and the corres- 
pondence that took placa was entirely of a 
diplomatic naturo, 
have come within appreciable distance of 
mixed residence, the necassity of an auxi- 
liary language in connection with the work 
of our courts is undeniable, and if the atcps. 
which ought to be taken are deforred tll’ 
tho naw: order of: things is inougurated,. 
much trouble and confusion will bu caused. 

At least a fourth of the foreigners re- 
sident in Japan’ aro English-speaking per- 
sons; and this proportion cannot reason- 
ably bo expected to diminish in the future. 
Looking to the numerous English Colonies 
in our vicinity, and:the comparativo proxi- 
rity qf the United States, as well as to the 
extént of our commerce with English-apesk- 
ing nations, it ia clear that aa.tho people of 
this country advance in civilization the pro- 
portion of foroigners ‘who employ Knglish 
in their business and other relations mist 
increase.
